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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in 
correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rose (patent number 5,930,769). 

Rose teaches all the limitations of Claims 1-6. For example, Rose discloses a 
system for electronic fashion shopping (please see at least abstract; Fig. 1 ; Fig. 6 
(601-606); col. 1, line 5 through col. 2, line 35). Rose further discloses: 
• Private information input means: accesses personal information using 
personal code; personal information entered (e.g. size) (see at least col. 3, 
lines 40-62); customer uses a personal computer, database, Internet, 
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interactive TV (see at least col. 1 , lines 50-56; col. 2, lines 63 through col. 
3, line 17). 

• Image superimposing means for processing the image of a user: user 
submits digital photograph of face; digital image is mapped for two- 
dimensional or three-dimensional views; selected clothing applied using 
colors of garments (see at least Fig. 3 (38-44); col. 6, line 65 through col. 
7, line 23). 

• Scale: system generates a virtual mannequin of the customer's body 
including a digitized photograph of her face which shows the customer 
how her selected fashion will look (please note examiner's interpretation: 
image and fashion are to scale with body type) (see at least Fig. 4 (46); 
col. 7, lines 58-62).

• US 6,307,568 (Rom) 23 October 2001 ; teaches a system and method 
of displaying garments over the Internet as though the garments were 
being draped over the body of a user.
